principle of self government or citizen sovereign- 
ty can require or justify Ihe practice of •neh mor- 
al pollution; therefore. 

Resolved, fcc., That if any person Of persons' 
beiug married, and an inhabitant of any Terri- 
tory of tbe UDited States or any other place 
over which tbe Uuited States possess exclusive 
jurisdiction, shall intermarry with any person or 
persons, or cohabit with auy person or persons, 
or live with any person or persons as part 
iters, acknowledging conjugal relations, the 
former husband or wife beiug alive, he, she or 
they so offending shall, on couviction thereof, 
pay a fine not exceeding $800 and imprisonment 
not less than two years nor more than five 
years.

good in more respects than one. In its opera- 
tion it n not unlike the law reforms, the revised 
codes of many of the States. Many years 
ago, when the science of special pleading was in 
favor, a practitioner had to learn something of 
it before he could be a successful lawyer Then I 
Chilly was considered the bridge or 'the pass to 
be forced betore it was considered safe to en 1 
trust to any one the name of lawyer The 
soience of special pleading was a terror to lazv 
students and fools. A remedy must be provi 
ded. Being unemployed in the courts, a great 
many of these bad, briefless lawyers, got into 
the Legislatures of the several States, and, re 
membenog their former sufferings aud trials, 
they concluded they would reform the practice, 
codify the laws, and simplify matters they oev 
er understood. In plain English, thjy concluded 
to adopt a series of legislative enactments, 
which, when fairly translated, meaut simplv 
(his: a system of laws by which a very- bad law"- 
yer could be made as good as a much better 
ouc.^ [Laughter.] The result has been, in all 
the Mates where revised codes and simplified 
practice have been udopted, that lawyers are, in 
most cases, noting better than a revised edition 
ol a mean constable. [Renewed laughter.] So 
is it with this hour rule in its effect upon legiti 
mate debate. 

Mr. Chairman, memory i, not an attribute of 
reason.
